War has WeU-Defincd, Issues. 


"At every turn of the war we gain, a fresh conscious- 


ness of what we mean to accomplish by it. When 
our hope and expectations are most excited we think 
more definitely than before of the issues that hang 
upon it and of the purposes which must be released 
bv means of it. For it has positive and well-denned 
purposes which we did not determine and which we 
cannot alter. 
Xo statesman or assembly created 


them; no statesman or assembly can alter them. 


"It has become a people's war, and people oi ail 


sorts and races, of every degree of power and variety 
of fortune, are involved in its sweeping processes of 
change and settlement- We came into it when its 
character had become fully defined and it was plain 
that no nation could stand apart or be indifferent 
to its outcome- 
President Enumerates Issues. 


'The air was clear about us. We saw things in 


their fall- We accepted the issues of the war as 
facts, not as any group of men either here or else- 
where had defined them, and we can accept no out- 
come which does not squarely meet and settle them. 
Those issues are these:

-Shall the assertion, of right be haphazard and by 


casual alliance or shall there he a common concert 
to oblige the observance of common rights? 


Xo Compromise With Teutonic Allic^. 


."Xo man. 'no group of men, chose these to be 


the issues of the struggle. They are the issues of 
it; and they must be settled—by no arrangement or 
compromise or adjustment of interest but definitely, 
once for ail, and with s. full and unequivocal accept- 
ance of the principle that the interest of the weak- 
est is as secure as the interest of the strongest- 


•-^Efjat is what we mean when we speak of a. per- 


manent peace, if we speak sincerely, intelligently 
and with a real knowledge and comprehension of 
the matter we deal with. 
- "We are all agreed that there can be no peace ob- 
tained by any kind-ot bargain or compromise with 
the governments of the Central Empires, because 
we have dealt with them already and have sees 
them deal with other governments that were parties 
to this struggle, at Brest-Litvosk and Bucharest- ^ 
They have convinced us that they are'withoat honor v 
and do not intend Justice. They observe no coven- 
ants, accept no principles, but force and their oun 
interests. 
We cannot "come to terms' with there:. 


They have made it impossible. 
The German people 


must by this time be fully aware that we cannot 
acept the word of those who forced this war npon

Must right War to Finish. 


"It is of capital importance that we should also 


be explicitly agreed that no peace shall be obtained 
fay any kind of compromise or abatement of the 
principles we have avowed as the principles for 
which we are fighting- There should e»st no doubt 
about that. 
I am, therefore, going to ta:ke the 


liberty of speaking with the utmost frankness about 
the practical implications that are involved in it. 


-It it be in truth the common object of the gov- 


ernments associated against Germany and of the na- 
tions to whom they govern, as I believe it to be. 
to achieve by the coming settlements & secure and 
lasting peace, it will be nec&sary that all nations 
who sit down at the peace table shall come ready 
and willing to pay the price, the only price, that 
will procure it; ana ready and willing, also, to create 
in some virile fashion *he only instrumentality *y 
which it can be made certain that the agreements 
of the peace will be honored and fuHSlled."

Some Details Are Xeedcd. 


"But these general terms do no disclose the whole 


•natter. 
Some details are neeJed to make them 


sound less like a thesis and more like a practical 
prosram. These, then are some of the particualrs, 
and I state them with trie greater- coaadeace be- 
cause t can state them authoritatively as repre- 
senting this government's interpretation of its own 
duty with regard to peace. 


"First, the impartial justice meted out must in- 


volve no discrimination between those to whom we 
wish to' be just and those to whom we do not wish 
to be just. 
It must be a justice that plays no > 


favorites and knows no standard, but the equal 
rights of the several peoples concerned. 


"Scond. no special or separate interests of any 


single nation or any group of nations can be made 
the basis of anypart of the settlement, which is"not 
consistent with the common interest of all. 


"Third, there can be no leagues or alliances or 


special covenants and understandings within the 
general and common family of the league of nations.* 


>>o Combinations \Vitlun League. 


"Fourth, and more specifically, there can be no 


special, selfish economic combinations within the 
league and no employment of any form of economic 
boycott or exclusion, except as the power of 
economic penalty by exclusion from the markets 
of the world may be vested in the leasue of nations 
itself, as a means of discipline and control. 


"Fifth, all international agreements and treaties 


of every kind must be made known ir their en- 


— tirety -to the rest of the world. 


"Special alliances and economic rivalries and hos- 


tilities have been the prolific source in the modern 
world of all plans and passions that produce. wars- 
It would be an insincere as well as an insecure peace 
that did not exclude them in definite and binding 
terms. 


"The confidence with, which I venture to speak 


•~for. our nsople in these matters does not spring from 


our traditions merely,.as the well-known principles 
of international action which vre have always pro- 
fessed and followed. In the same sentence in which 
I say that tire United States will enter into a special 
arrangement or understanding with particular na- 
tions, let me say also that the United States is pre- 
pared to assume its full share of responsibility for 
the maintenance of the common covenants and 
understandings upon which peace must henceforth 
rest. "We still read Washington's immortal warning 
against 'entangling alliances' v.ith full comprehen- 
sion and unans-.vering purpose. But only special and 
limited alliances entangle; and we recognize and ac- 
cept the duty of a new day in which we are per- 
mitted to hope for a general alliance which will 
avoid entanglements and clear the air of the world 
for common understanding: and the maintenance of 
common rights. 


Issues Xo Man Can Perrcrt- 


"As I have said, neither I nor other men in govern- 


mental authority created or gave form to the issues 
of this war. I have simply responded to them with 
such vision as I could command. But I have re- 
sponded gladly and with a resoluUon that has grown 
warmer and more confident as tUe issue has grown 
clearer and clearer. It is now plain that they are 
issues which no man can pervert unless it be w:l- 
fuliy. I am bound to fight for them, and hsppy to 
fight for them as time and circumstance ha-.e re- 
vealed them to me as to all the world- 


"And the forces that fight for them drawn into

"I take that to be the significance of the fact that
